This may be more clearly illuſtrated, if we cogfider 
wherein this ecernal Death of which we ſpeak, doth prin- 
cipally conſiſt, which on all Hands is acknowledged to 
be in theſe two things, namely, the Puniſhm- nt of Loſs, 
and the Puniſhment of Senſe, both which Chriſt our 
Redeemer ſuffered for us. Ot Loſs, when being faftned 
to the Croſs, he was as it were, at leaft for a time, caſt 
out from the Preſeace of God, and deprived of the Ap- 
prehenſion of his Favour, as appears by that ſad Com- 
Plaint, and doleſul Exclamation which he made, Mar, 26. 
46. My God, my God, why baſt thou forſaken me? Nor are 
they competent Judges of the Condition of the Lord Je- 
ſus, who thus ſadly cryed out, that ſay it was becauſe 
God had left him in the Hands of the wicked Fews, to uſe 
him at their Pleaſure; for many of God's Servants have 
been expoſed to like Malice and M-:ſchief, and yer never 
ſo paſſionately affeed with it, as to ccy out in the midft of 
their Sufferings, that God had forſaken them, becauſe 
their Enemies have prevailed again them. No, no, it 
was the ſenſible Apprehenfion of God's DereliQtion, that 
conftrained him to break out into that dolo:ons Exclama- 
tion, Of Senſe, when he drank ſo dtep of the Cup of 
Divine Wrath, that as Mark 14. 33}. exprefſeth it, he was 
fore amazed; and he himſelf complaineth, Mar, 26.
